SECUNDUS. 

OF all the modem Latin Poets, few perhaps have re* 
mained in greater Obfcurity than Joannes Secundusy yet' 
jio Author has been more efteemed by thofe who have 
.read him ; as well for the Purity and Elegance of his Lan- 
guage, as for the Angular Beauty of h;s Thoughts, Indeed 
we may in fome meafure account for that Negled which 
the Writings of our Secundus have fufFered| if we confider, ,, 
that he wtote at a Period when Science was but jnik gleani* 
.ing in the Weilern World, ere true Tafte had well emerge^ 
.from the Errors of Monkijh Pedantry, At this time the 
learned Languages were accounted the firft Branches of 
.Knowledge, merely from their being the moft difficult of 
Studies ; hence we find that every learned Work of that Age 
was wrote 'in Latin^}xi thofe Days even Converfat ion wat 
.Latm^ Poetry Z^//«, nay very often Greek or Hebrew i for 
whatever appeared moft obftrufe appeared moft worthy o^f 
_ Attention : in flior t at this iEra a Fondnefs for the dead 
XiaDguages was carried to the moft abfurd ExcelTcs, particu- 
larly in Poetry. But in proportion as true Tafte improved, 
thefe affe<Stedly-learncd Compofitions of the Moderns came

into Difirepute ; and though moil of them, had they been wrote 
in any Language, would never have acquired Immortality j yet 
in the general Wreck there we je Works confounded which well 
merited a better Fate, and among thefe the ProduHions of* 
Joannes Secundus may be very defervedly claffed. 

Considering then that Obfcurity in which he has fo long 
continued, it is not very wonderful that fo few Circum- 
fiances can be colleded with Regard to his Hiftory. For the 
tbllowing Anecdotes of his Life, I am chiefly indebted to a 
little Treatife in an Edition of his Works publiihed by 
ScrivePius in the Year 1631; and thefe Anecdotes are not 
regularly drawn up into a complete Life of o«r Author: 
therefore, if my Account of Secundus is not entirely fatisfac- 
tory to the Reader^ it muH be attributed to a Wf*nt of th« 
Exiftence of neceflary Materials. 

That Joannes Secundus was defcended from- an ancient 
and illuftrious Family in the Netherlands^ is undoubted. 
His Father Nicolaus Everardtts was bom in the Neighbour- 
hood of Middelhurg^ (hence he is often ftiled Mtddetbur-^ 
genjis) which is the chief Town of the Province of Zealand^ 
and fituated in the IJland of PFalcheren belonging to that 
Province* 

EvERARDUs was accounted a Man of great Eruditiony 

'remarkably learned in the Law, and had every Qualification' 

that might complete the Gentleman as well as the Scholar;- 

in fhort he was a fhining Charadter, and could not fail by 

fiich Abilities and Politenefs as he poffeiFod to di^inguifh 

himfelf 



hfanfelf a« a Courtier/ is which Sphere of Life For);une had 
placed him s aecordiagty we fmd htm a great Favoupite wkh 
■the then Emperor Charlsii the Fifths and having Employs of 
the utmoft Importan^ce; for he was a Member of the Grand 
Parliament or Council of Mechelen^ and was alfo Prejident of 
the States of ^Holland and Zealand^ refiding at the Hagucy 
jfduring his Refidcnce at which Place our Joannes Secundus 
Nicoldi'usvf^s born jfnno 1511)2 he was afterwards tranflated 
to the fame honourable Poft at Mechelen^ where he ended 
his Days, Aug, 5 — iS3«, aged 70; and at that Place he was 
jMirjijd. , 

Whenc?: our Poet acquired the Names of Secundus and 
Nicolatus may be a Matter of much Difpute, as we have no* 
jjthing upon Record which fatisfadorily clears up this Point, 
The Name of Nicoldi all the Children of Nicolaus Everardus 
took, poflibiy from their Father's nanfte Nicolaus : but the 
name of Secundus^ which diftinguiflics our Author^ nioft 
probably had its Rife from fome Pun; for to be fure he wat 
fiZ a Poet, Nemini Secundus. 

But before we. proceed any further in our Hiftory 6f 
Secundus^ let us take a View of the Children of Nicolaus 
Everardus; which were five Sons, and I believe three 
Daughters : they were all of a fcientific Caft ; nay fuch was 
ihe Genius for Literature which this Family poffefled, that 
it even defcendedto the female Line, as we Ihall learn men- 
tioning Ifabella Nicola'ia, To fpeak of the Sons of Everar- 
dus then, in the fame Order they are fpoke of, in that Trea- 
^fe of the Family preferved by Scriverius^ we begin with

TitrusNicolaiui; he was an Ecclejiaftic of the Order of Pre* 
tnontrej alfo a Doff or of Divinity and of Civil Law. Next 
to him was Everardus Nicoiaius; who was a Member of the. 
Grand Council of Friezland^ and of the Grand Council of 
Afecbelen ; afterwards Pre/ident of Friexhndy and pf Mecbe* 
ten ;. he was alfo a Knight of the Order of the Golden Fleece* 
Then comes Nicolaus Grudius Nicolatus ; (fo called becaufe 
he was born at Lovain^ the Inhabitants of which Country 
have fuppofed themfelves to be originally the Grudii of 
C^a?/tfr.— vide Caf* Comment * di Bel. Gal.) he was Treafurer 
of the Province of Brabant^ and one of the Privy Council^. , 
he was alfo Knight^ and Regijier of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece. Hadrianus Marius Nicola'ius is now to be (poke of; 
he was a Knight ^ a Af ember of the Privy Council^ and flight 
Chancellor of Guelderland and Zutphen. 

Thus wc fee it was a Family diftinguiflied by Princely 
Favours ; nor were thefe four Brothers deficient in Point of 
Learning, on the contrary we find many Encomiums paid 
to their literary Merits, particularly as Poets : that tJica^. 
laus Grudius and Hadrianus Marius excelled in Poetry is 
evident^ not only from the Teftimony of Secundusy but from 
their remaining Compofitions ; the Cymba Antoris^ of Mariu^ 
is a moft elegant little Piece. 

According to Scrivet ius our Poet comes laft in Order^. 
whofe Hiflory we will refume after having mentioned hii^ 
Sifter Ifabclla Nicola'ia; this Lady was an Honour to he^ 
Sex^ having a remarkable fine Tafte for polite and even claf- 
fical Learnings (he was capable of correfponding in Latin^

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at we are informed by an Epifile of Secundus to Her, wheretn 
\e regrets the Lois Society fuftained from Talent^ like liert 
being buried in a Cloifler; for that fhe ipent her Pays ia a 
Convent is a Fa6i, but upon what Account we are not iii« 
formed: as to the oth^r Sifters of Secundus^ nothing particu^^ 
lar is related of thenif / ; -«^ 

' Such were the Children of Nicolaus EverarJus by bis 
Lady Eliza Bladella, who was a Native of AfecheJen^ and 
endowed with every fenaale Accomplifhment. My Readen 
may now fuljpe6t me of being partial to the very Alliances of 
a favourite ijiuthor, having defcribed the whole Family of the 
Nicola'i as a Collection of fhining Charadlers ; but let me clear 
up their Doubts, by aiTuring them that I am but a faithful Re* 
tailer of what I have gathered from Books upon this Subjeft. 

To return to Secundus. The Education of Co great a 
Genius muft be allowed a Matter worthy of Refearch. Oar 
Poet we learn firft trod the Paths of Science under theDirec* 
tion of a Guide no lefs capable of leading him through thetsi^ 
than interefted in the Employ; I mean his own Father, 
who was Preceptor not to Secundus only, but to his Chil- 
dren in general: and they, by their Appearance in Li£e 
afterwardsr, amply repaid the Affiduity of fuch a Preceptor; 
but we cannot wonder at this, when we reflei^, that the 
Infant JUind ntvtr ripens more advantageoufly than under 
the Influence of parental Inilrudions ; fuch Influence affefts 
the Human Underflanding, as congenial Skies and native 
Air affe^ a Plant; with thefe the tender Vegetable becomes 
healthy and vigorous ; but removed to fome unconftitutional 
plimate, it grows fickly, and perhaps dies, , 

AxTENTIOir 
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Attention to pnblic Bufioefs now obliged Evermrduw 
to feek out for fome fit Perfon, to whom ht might entruft 
the Education of his Son fwrnnts Secufidus\ which he coul^f 
no longer itiperintend in fuch a Manner, as to enable him 
to attain the necelTaiy Improvements to make that Figure ho 
wiihed in the Profeffion for which he intended him, namely 
the Law. 

Accordingly he was put under, the Care oi'jacohus 
Volcardus^ who was every Way qualified for the Undertaking, 
and whofe De^th S$cundus mentions in one of his Nania 
with no iinall Concern. Rumoldus Stenemola fucceeded him 
in the Place of Tutor, and his Abilities equalled thofc 
ofFoIcardus; nor was Secundus fparing of his Compliments 
upon Steneinolaj for there are many in his Works: but 
indeed Secundus was a Youth of fuch a Cafi:, that ht could 
not help retaining a Veneration for all who had affifted 
him in making any Acquifition in point of Learning. 

It may not be inxproper to fpeak of our Poet's Amufe- 
^nents^ which are a ftill further Proof of his Love' for the 
fine Arts, thefe were Painting and Spulpture. When I fpeak 
of Secundus as a Poet, I do not reckon Poetry an Amufe- 
ment, but a principal Employment ; and it truly was fuch 
.with him, confidering the Quantity of Verfcs he wrote; he 
was an infpired Bard at a very early Age, for it is faid he 
began to write Poetry when but ten Years old. His origi- 
nal Worlds in Painting ai)d Sculpture are now extremely 
fcarcc, and the very .Copies of them are become almoft

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€tiualI>rfo;'Wje:leai*n, that he carved all his own Family,, 
his Miftreffes, (of whom we fhall make Mention prefently), 
t\it%mpitoT Charles the Fifths feveral great Pcrfbnages of

•Edition of the Works of Secundusy publiflied by Scnverius, 
there is a Piaure of his Miftrefs J4^1ia, with this Infcriptioi^ 
round it, .

that Lady, executed by Secmdus's own Hand; a Copy of 
this Print from the Scrhirian Edition is prefervcd in that 
Tranflatlon of the Aj^f , publifhed by Lintot in the Year 
1 73 1, but I have not infertedit in the prefent Edition, as it 
no Way refers to this Part of the Works of Sacundus-, Neara

Secundus having nearly attained the Age of Twenty-orrt, 
it was thought neceffaiy that under fome excellent Profeffor 
he fhould regularly ftudy the Civil Law, In which it^vas 
hoped he might one Day diftinguilh himfelf ; for this P^r- 
pofe he quitted MecheUn, and went into France, where he 
acquired,., under the e,i>kt»Xoi:JndreasJlcititus, zt Bour- 
ges, (a City in th* Orleanois), all that Knowledge which was 
rcquifite to make him flune in his Profeffion. The Cha. 
^er of Jlciatus ai a CivUhn u well kno^, being one tf

the moft fejirhcd ^eti in the Law of thofe f iAas, and harm- 
ing teft many excellent Ifi-eatifes behind him in that 
Science; he ^as Hieivife poifeiTed rf general polite Erui 
aitioh, ^nd hkd k Turn for Poetry, which Turn beyond a 
Doubt muft help to endear him to SecunAih Th« poetic 
Pieces of JnJrieas Alciatus are extant in feveral C6U«MM% 
of modern Latin Poetry, particularly his Emblems* 

Our Poety who ha4 now paiTed a Year in the Study of the 
Law under this very able Teacher, and taken his Degrees^ 
i^ttifned to AfecheleH'-; bat it muft require a Soul equally 
^ibpfaflioned with his, to conceive his UKeafinefs^ when he 
fcund, upon his Return, that his yuth wrie married ^ fiie^ 
who had fir& fanned his yo^^M Flres^ ftud who hatl 
hitherto reigned fole Miftrefs of his Heart, ^br certain k 
id that cfttr iirft Impreflioris of Love art toot very tiSi6fy 
^aced, even by Time ; kftd it is not fefe certain, that Me- 
mory traces thefe Impreffiens with a ptctiliar Fleafure, as 
in fo doing, it recalls to our Minds thofe D^& of innocence, 
when we ehjoyfed LoSre in its pureft and moft difinterefted 
State. The many tender Things Secundus wrote on bei^g: 
deprived of his Julia may amply verify thefe Remarks. 

However Venerllla Soon fupplied the Lofs of yulia as a 
Miftrefe ; flae was paffionately forid of 'Secundus^ but there 
is Reafon to fiilpe^t he was not fo much enamoured with her 
as with his iformer Lady, or with his Ne^eray *who fuc- 
ceecied- i^enertlla in the Empire of his Affections. Neterct

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The Year following, 153^, he accoffipanicd, by the 
Advice of the Cardinal Tavera^ the Emperor Charles tbt 
Fifths to the much^clebratcd Siege of Tunisy agaiiift that 
noted Pirate Barbarojfa. The Emperor was attended in thir 
Expedition by Numbers of Gentlemen of Rank and For- 
tune, who went as Volunteers ; and many Hardfliips they 
fufiered, Hardfliips but little fuited to the foft Difpofition <>f 
Secundus^ whofe Feats of military Valour at this Period are 
not upon Record j but it is generally agreed, that PFar wa* 
lefs his Talent than Poetry. It appears remarkable, that 
Secundus wrote nothing poetical of Note upon the Siege of 
Tunis^ which might have furniflied him with ample Matter 
for an Epic Poem ; but perhaps the Subjeft was for fotm 
Reafons difguiling to hinl. 

Being returned from his martial Expedition, the Cardi« 
nal fent him upon a very honourable Embafly to Rome^ 
namely, to congratulate the Pope Paul the Third upon thf 
Succels of the Emperor*s Arms ; but, extreme lUnefs over^* 
taking him upon the Road, he was neceffitated almoft im;- 
mediately to turn back, and feek the Benefit of ^is nativ^r, 
Air, which recovered him. 

Secundus having now quitted the Archbifliop of Toledo^ 

was employed by the Bifliop of t[trecht in the fame Office 

of Secretary; and fo much had he hitherto diftinguiflied 

himfelf by his Abilities, that in a fliort Time after this, he 

was fent for, (without any other Recommendation than hit 

well-known Learning), by the &:& Prothonotary of the BtA^ 

p^or Charles the Fifth^ who Was thea in Laly^ to take 

upoa 
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upon him the Charge of thofe Latin Litters^ figned by th^ 
Emper6f*8 own Hand* But ere he could enter upon this 
new and honourable Pod, Death put a Stop to hb Career of 
Glory : for being arrived at Saint Amand^ in the Diftrid of 
Tournay^ in order to meet upon Bufinef$ the Bifhop of 
Utrecht f who is Abbot or Pro- Abbot of the Monajiery of 
Benedilfines there; he was cut off by a violent Fever, 
within five Days after his Arrival, in the very Flower of his 
Age, (not having yet completed his Twenty-fifth Year), 
O^.Sthy X536. He was interred in the Church of the 
abovefaid Afona/iery$ and his near Relations ere6ted a Mar* 
ble Tomb to hb Memory, whofe Infcription is thus pre- 
ferved by Aubertus Afiraus in the firft (though not in the 
(econdj Edition of his Elogii Behqr^m^

to aay of the above-mentioned Kinds of Poetry. Thefb 
Works altogether pfore ; that 8ECUNDUS was poffeffed 
of a delicate, pleafing, and liydy Imagination ; which is 
byfo much the more remarkable, as he was born in a Cli-* 
mate that does not appear the moft favourable to polite 
Taft^, fo neceflary for all whowoulddiftinguiihthemfelves 
in elegOQt Poetiy. His G^ius^ though extremely fertil^^ 
never produced any Thing but what was excellent, and 
that with^ th« greatefl: Eafe, and almoft inftantaneoufly.

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Secundus feems to have been a general Imitator of all 
the tender Writers of Antiquity, as Catullus^ T^tbullus^ 
PrapirtiuSy C Gallus^ Ovidy HoracCy isfc^ but that he has 
particularly borrowed his Expreffions from Tibullus and 
Propert'tusy I think will be very perceptible to any one who 
compares thofe Authors wiXh: Secundus, Catullus is imagined 
to have given him the fxrfi Hint of hts Kijfesy and I think it ' 
very probable, as there are many of the Pieces of Catullus ' 
iifhich may well be termed Bajiax fuch are his fifth, feventh^ 
amd ninth Carmina^ 

' And here it may not be improper to fpeak of y(j^«»^i' 
BanefoniuSy whofe Book of Kiffes^ or Pancharis as it is called, 
(from the Lady's Name to whom the Kijfes were addrcffed), 
IS evidently wrote in Imitation of the HjJJes of Secundus^ 
This Author was a Native of FrancCy beii^g born at Cler^ 
ntont in jfuvergne ; he was Lieutenant General of Bar-fur^ 
Seiney and flourifhed under the Reign of Henry the Thlrdy 
but did not die till the Reign oi Lewis the Thirteenth. His 
Kiffesy which are Thirty- two in Number, and to which is 
added a Poem called Pervigilium Venerisy a poor Attempt 
after the Manner of the Epitbalamium lafcivum of Secundus^ 
have the higheft Encomiums beftowed upon, them by ^orri^^ 
ehius, Rapiny Menage^ and others ; but in '^neral they 
are efteemed far inferior to the Kiffis of the Dutch Poety 
as they are deficient in that Delicacy of Thought and Ex* 
preffion, which diftinguiihes 5^ctt«i«j : befides, the greater 
Part of them, though they may be gallant Pieces y cannot

The next perfe£t Edition of our Poet'a Works was that 
cfGulielmus Cripius^ which was publifhed Tit Paris 1561, 
^ud Andream fVechelum ; it was a m\ich fmaller 8yo, apd 
of a much fairer Imprefiion than the former Edition ; it was 
alfo accompanied with the Hymns and Epigrams oiMaruU 
bis. And in the Year 1 582 this Edition was reprinted. 

Secttndus afterwards appeared in a Work printed by 
jflbtnusi which contained Marullus^ Jngerianus^ fjf &- 
cundtts. It came out in Germany^ i595» ^p^d Bertiardum 
jfiiinum; but this Edition, which is in iimo, as to Letter 
and Paper, is much inferior to that of Cripius* The Nania 
and EpitM on Sir Thomas More are in this Edition added^ 
^s the PrcKLudions ofSecundus. 

We now come to the Editions of Scrtverius^ who is bjr 
^r the beft Editor of Secundus, Scriverius publifhed his 
firft Edition in the Year 16 19, Lugdtini BatavoruMy Typis 
Jacobi Marci ; it is an 8vo, and contains, beiides Amend- 
ments in thofe Poems which were before printed, the fol- 
lowing Additions, vi%* A Colledlion qf very rel^e6table 
fTeJiimonies ; an Account of the Life^ and Family of Secun^ 
dus ; the Letter from Maritcs to Zajfenus^ concerning that- 
Edition of his Brother's Works which Marius firft pub- 
lifhed; fome Fragments of Poetiy/ a few familiar prcji 
EpiJiUs by Secundus ; and, lafHy, the three Itineraries of 

Secundus^ 
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fecunduSf which are in Profe, and of an eafy elegant Style; 
thcfe Itineraries were firft pnblifhexT feparate at Leydettj by 
HeinJiuSj (who procured them from the Public Library of 
that Place), ex Officinajacobi Marcij i6i8. The Subjeft of 
the Firft Itinerary of Secundus is his Journey from Mechelen 
to Bourges in i^-aw^, when he went to fhidy under jllciatusi 
that of the Second, his Return from Mechelen to Bourges; 
and tfhat of the Third, his Journey into Spain^ which he 
very pleafingly defcribes as far as Almoigna. We mufl re- 
mark, that in this Edition the Bajia are 12 in Number; as 
they include that Sylva of the Second Edition of Scriverius^ 
entitled Epithalamium Lajcizmm; and the 24th, and 58th 
Epigrams. And we muft further obferve, that there are two 
Cuts : the one is a Portrait of Secundus^ reprefented with 
his carving Implements before him, and holding in his Hand 
a little oval Sculpture of his Miftrefs Julia; this Portrait is 
undoubtedly engraved from fome remarkable Painting by 
ScorelHus: the other Cut is a fmall Head of Julia; which, 
from the Infcription round it, we may conclude to be copied 
from a Carving executed by her Poet ; and is moft pro- 
bably the fame as that, with which Secundus is drawn in 
his Hand, 

The Second Edition of Scrherius came ^ out Lugduni 
Satavorunij apud Francifcum Hegerum^ 1631. It is in 
i2mo, and of a fmaller Type than the former; its Emenda- 
tions are coniiderable ; and among its Additions are parti- 
cularly the Poems of Nicolaus Grudlus^ and of Hadrianus 

C Afariui^ 
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JUarius, whofe Cymba Amorls is a moft beautiful CompoC- 
tion. This Edition of Secundus is, as far as I know^ the 
moft ample of any hitherto publifliecL 

-A THIRD Edition was publiihed by Scriverius^ in i6ji, 
apud Francifcum Moyaert^ Lugduni Batavorum; it differs in 
nothing from the preceding Edition, except that t think it 
much lefs correftly printed. The Author, from whom I have 
cxtradied this Account of the various Editions, faysj that 
he never could get any Intelligence of this Edition ; though 
Afonf, Baillet mentions that fuch a one was extant; indeed 
I doubted of its Exiftence myfelf till I faw it, for it is by no 
Means common. 

Ail Edition of Secundus in i amo, very lately fell into my 
Hands, printed at Paris in 1748, 'Sumptlbus Societatis; the 
Letter and Paper are indifferent enough, as are the Cuts of 
Secundus and of yulia copied after thofe in the 2d Sen- 
verian Edition, from which it feems to be printed. 

I LIKEWISE met with a great Part of the Poems oiSecunduSy 
in a little i2mo; Latin CoUeftion, at Parisy where the Book 
was 'printed, though the Title Page has Lugduni BatavO' 
rum ly^j* This Collection contains the following Poems ; .

Thits much for the Editions of Secunausj let us conie Xion 

to his Tranflators and Imitators. That Part of his Works,
